How mu ch w heat can the people of the United 
S tates afford to ca rry over from year to year? 
How m u ch of the growth of ou r w onderfu l agri. 
cu ltu re can we afford to have rot in the holds of 
obsolete ships, in bins and warehou ses, or in piles 
in the open, su bject to wind and w eather? This 
is not a w astefu l qu estion. It is a very seriou s 
one. as that w heat has been paid for, every bu shel 
of it, by the A m erican taxpavcr. 
As of Ju l> 1, this year, the w heat carryover 
totaled 1.277.000,000 bu shels as com pared with 
881,000.000 last >oar. It is expected that the c a rry­ 
over next >« ar will be mu ch larger. The Com ­ 
modity Credit C orporations investm ent in wheat 
on Ju ly 1 was $3.085.000,000. This so-called invest­ 
ment is no investm ent at all. It is a governm ent 
su bsidy to the w heat latm or. Su ch su bsidies were 
institu ted du ring the Depression years with the 
object of saving the United S tates farm ers from 
becoming a peasantry. To a degree, it has aided 
the farm er. On the other hand, it has encou raged 
city slick ers to go in for su bsidy farm ing on a 
large scale to get what they can for themselves. 
It has increased the inflation and has therefore 
redu ced the fa r m e r s equ ity in anything that is 
bou ght w ith money. W hen a dollar equ als a qu ar­ 
ter. it tak es m ore qu ar ters to bu y a dollar s w orth 
and a fellow ma> think that he has more money 
in his pock et. 
W hereas the w heat la im e r gets some benefit, 
the really pressing load of this su bsidy fall« * on the 
pu rchasers of bread and other w heat produ cts, 
the price for which is constantly rising

Clea rly , butter wo uld no t melt in the 
mo uth o f a ma n ex pressing such lo fty sen­ 
timents. Unless, tha t is, he ha ppened to be 
a ma n giv en to feeding the do v e o f pea ce 
o ne da y a nd ra ttling his sa bre the nex t. 
Unless he ha ppened to be the ma n who 
bestrides the hea rt o f a to ta lita ria n po wer 
which during mo re tha n a deca de o f co ld 
wa r ha s threa tened the security o f the free 
wo rld. 
Khrushchev is such a ma n. Tha t must 
no t be fo rgo tten, ho wev er much we ma y 
y ea rn to believ e tha t he is no w prepa red to 
dea l with the West in go o d fa ith. 
There is no po int in fulmina ting a ga inst 
Khrushchev merely to pro v e tha t o ne ha tes 
co mmunism. There is ev ery rea so n to ho pe 
a nd pra y tha t fro m no w o n the So v iet lea d­ 
ers will ma ke a genuine effo rt to ea se ten­ 
sio ns a nd mo v e to wa rd a better pea ce tha n 
the mere cessa tio n o f wa r ha v e giv en us. 
But we da re no t ta ke a t fa ce v a lue 
Khrushchev ’s cha mpio ning o f sweet rea ­ 
so n while o n U.S. so il. He ha s by no mea ns 
y et ea rned the trust o f the free wo rld. If 
he wa nts rea so n to prev a il, let him dea l 
rea so na bly a nd ho nestly in the mo nths 
a hea d. 


wou ld be able to contioi the ou tpu t, 
tak e some land ou t of produ ction. It wou ld safe­ 
gu ard land u nsu itable for wheat produ ction from 
being planted, e t c , etc. Well, that happened only 
to a limited degree. In 1953, the United States 
produ ced 1.173.100.000 bu shels of w heat; in 1959. 
it is prelim inai il> estim ated that the am ou nt will 
be 1.119.0< 10.000 bu shels. 
It is practically impossible to solve some prob­ 
lems in the United S tates tn’cau se of the political 
necessities of m em bers ot Congress one of whose 
jobs is to be re-elected. This applies to cotton, 
peanu ts, rice as well as wheat and dairv produ cts. 
In a word, local interests prevail, ju st as the so- 
called “pork b a rre l” hills mu st be passed so that 
certain m em bers of Congress will be re-elected. 
It will requ ire a change in pu blic a ttitu d e before 
m em bers of Congress will tak e a national posi­ 
tion on the qu estion of mo n e y the valu e of money 
which is the issu e here. It is the broad qu estion 
of inflation that requ ires solu tion. 
A m ericans are as w astefu l as they ir e gener­ 
ou s. W aste is regarded not as extravagant bu t as 
a m ark of wealth, an evidence of possession of 
su rplu ses 
Ru t it is clear from the downward 
cou rse in the valu e of the dollar that the United 
S tates cannot long continu e to w a s t e either its 
resou rces oi the produ ct of its labor. The index 
to su ch a situ ation is the valu e of cu rrency, the 
willingness to accept United S tate s cu rrency at 
a certain price. As long as the pu rchasing power 
of the dollar goes downward, the evidence is clear 
that ou r w astefu lness is beginning to tell. 
K hru shchev refeis to himself as a bu siness­ 
m an b e ca u se the government which he operates 
owns all the produ ctive and distribu tive agencies 
of Ru ssia 
His enterprises a re on a lower scale 
of efficiency than ou is. bu t they seek to avoid 
w aste becau se they cannot afford it. Uan we? 
The qu aire l between Congress and President 
Eisenhower as to which is the grea te r spend­ 
thrift is meaningless, becau se it is clear from the 
figu res tha t Congress increased the P resident’s 
expenditu res in the wrong places. 
S enator Sym ington, for instance, insists that 
th*» Kisenhower cu ts will k eep u s from reaching 
the moon. Precisely how valu able is it for u s or 
anyone else to shoot a rock et to the moon? We j 
have accepted that program as essential on the 
assu m ption that if we can send a rock et to the 
moon, we can also send one to Moscow. The prob­ 
ability is that wp can blow u p Moscow as the 
Ru ssians can blow' u p Washington, bu t do we need 
to blow' u p the moon, too?

At present they are 
probably the most dangerou s enem ies of m a n­ 
k ind except ou rselves. 
R ats c a rry m any diseases of m an ami animals, 
inclu ding plagu e ttiu ? black death of the Middl» 
Ages» , typhu s or jail fever, ha t bite 
W eil’s disease. Blagu e is a constant danger be­ 
cau se it is present in rats in m any pa rts of the 
world. 
Plagu e eventu ally k ills the rats them- 
selves; w hen this happens the rat fl« a which ha r­ 
bors the germ cau sing plagu e, leaves th» * dead 
r a t ’s body and seek s th» * nearest alternate host 
which may 
be, and often is, a hu m an being. 
Several years ago, a stu dy was m ade of a t ­ 
tack s by ra ts on hu m an beings in Baltimore. 
Records w ere obtained of nearly a hu ndred per­ 
sons w ho had been Hit ten so sev erely by rats that 
they had to receive hospital treatm ent. This same 
report recorded stu dies which su ggested thai ra ts 
relish hu m an blood and that the reason they 
bite people is that they are hu ngry. 
T he am ou nt of inju ry which rats do and their 
bu rden on ou r economy is almost past 
belief. 
Several years ago, it was calcu lated that the a n­ 
nu al dam age done by rats in W ashington and 
B altim ore alone was between $400,000 and $700,- 
000 respectively. This represents an average of 
$1,27 a year per person This wou ld come to abou t 
$210 million for th» * United S tates alone. It is 
probably 
more 
since 
dam age 
is 
u ndou btedlv 
grea te r in the cou ntry than in the cities. 
I-antz of the United S tates D epartm ent of 
A gricu ltu re, has listed some of the m ore d estru c­ 
tive 
activities 
of 
rats: 
they eat 
corn 
du ring 
grow th and in cribs, and a single rat can eat 
from 40 to 50 pou nds of corn a year; they destroy 
m erchandise; the r a t is the g’eatest enem y of 
pou ltry; rats destroy wild birds, du ck s, wood­ 
chu ck s and song birds; they attac k bu lbs, seeds 
and plants. 
T here seems no dou bt that 
rats shou ld 1m* 
hu nted mercilessly on all fronts. T hey are rivals 
of m ank ind apd stand a good chance of being h» *re 
afte r hu m an beings have disappeared from the 
face of the earth.
